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Hamilton  is  a  city  of  large,  grime  covered  factories.  Its  sky  is 
covered  with  an  umbrella  of  billowing  industrial  smoke  and 
periodic  smog.  The  buildings  are  old  and  the  streets  crowded  and 
narrow.  Thus  the  picture  that  Hamilton  to  an  outsider  is  not 
impressive.  To  a  native  Hamiltonian  the  perhaps  unattractive, 
undivided  facets  combine  to  become  the  most  attractive  city  in  the 
world.  The  undercurrent  of  activity  which  is  only  now  bursting 
forth  in  the  form  of  urban  renewal,  the  theatre  auditorium, 
McMaster  University,  etc.  is  based  not  on  a  foundation  of  sawdust 
but  on  a  magnificent  alloy  formed  by  the  union  of  its  unique 
human  resources  and  its  heavy  industry.  A  challenge  to  our 
generation  is  to  make  a  significant  contribution  to  Hamiltons 
continuing  development.

If  they  have  not,  it  is  our  most 
sincere  aspiration  that  they  will  be  our 
guides  in  the  future. 

And  so  tonight,  we  thank  the  many 
people  who  have  aided  our  search  for  truth. 
Our  parents,  our  teachers,  the  Department 
of  Education,  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
all  their  employees. 

We  do  not  feel  that  it  is  our  of  place  to 
pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Timothy  McKenna  who 
laboured  for  years  on  our  behalf  until  his 
death  last  June. 

We  believe  that  happiness  is  to  be  found 
in  freedom,  man  can  not  be  happy  if  he  is 
physically  caged  and  his  free  movements 
limited.  Man  can  not  be  happy  if  his  mind  is 
imprisoned  and  his  inner  self  begins  to 
weaken. 

We  believe  that  freedom  provides  the 
setting  for  a  happy  life  and  a  better  world 
but  we  also  believe  that  the  truth  will  make 
us  free.

Such  players  as  Jim  Daly, 
Len  Varrasso,  Mark  Walton,  Paul  Mazza,  Ian  Lyle, 
Bill  Maga,  Jerry  Simpson,  Peter  Hamilton,  and 
Peter  McPhee  were  all  taught  the  basics  of  the 
sport  by  Father  Kennedy  when  they  were  still  at  a 
very  early  age. 

But  for  all  those  who  came  in  contact  with 
him,  Father  Kennedy  was  more  than  a  coach.  He 
was  a  source  of  guidance  and  friendship,  always 
willing  to  help  anyone  with  his  problem  whatever 
it  might  be.  His  ability  to  deal  with  young  people 
of  all  ages  and  understand  them  as  well  is  a  quality 
lacking  in  many. 

For  these  reasons  we  thank  Father  Kennedy 
for  his  different  contributions  and  wish  him  the 
best  of  luck  in  whatever  endeavors  he  may 
undertake  in  the  future.

This  year.  Cathedral  competed  for  the  first  time  in  H.I.A.C.  hockey.  The  Gaels  were  in  the  A  division,  playing  teams  from 
Barton,  Bishop  Ryan,  H.C.I.,  Hill  Park,  Southmount,  and  Westmount.
